1. AS REFTEL INDICATES, FOREIGN MINISTER LONG BORET 
WILL LEAVE PHNOM PENH FOR NEW YORK SEPTEMBER 9,

IN BANGKOK AND LONDON. 

2. BEFORE HIS DEPARTURE, IT WOULD BE VERY HELPFUL 
FOR US TO HAVE YOUR PRELIMINARY THINKING ON HOW THE 
KHMER SEATING QUESTION IN THE UNGA SHAPES UP THIS

(A) IMPACT OF CHANGES IN THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S 
OFFICE ON FORMATION OF THE CREDENTIALS 
COMMITTEE; 

(B) LIKELY TACTICS TO BE FOLLOWED BY 
SENEGAL AND OTHER SUPPORTERS OF THE 
GRUNK; 

(C) SUGGESTIONS ON TACTICS THE GKR SHOULD 
FOLLOW WITH REGARD TO THE CREDENTIALS 
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COMMITTEE AND IN THE UNGA ITSELF.

SIRIK MATAK WOULD LIKE TO DISCUSS THESE ISSUES WITH
